of interest bearing bonds on which interest has
been stopped (the bonds having matured, and
the Treasury standing ready to redesm them)
are not presented for payment, argnei that
mapy of theze have been lost also. But we
offset the lost greenbacks, eto., against the
contingent liahility to pay the #35,314,000 of
bouds issued to Pacific Railroad Companies, to

The Califoruia aud the Omaba Pacific Rail-
road Companies are each working with all ita
might to push its road as fast and as far as
poesible before it sliall be met by the other—
their contract with the Govermmunent proving so
profitable that each wishes to make the mont
of it. They will donbtless have met within
the year ensning; but meantime they will
have requiredl and reosived from the Treasury
gome 30,000 000 to 40,000 000 more of these
bonuds, which the Government must pay (f the
Companles shionld ever defanll—as they surely
need not, and we trost will not.

The Russian besr has drawn blood this
month—&7,200 000 in gold that we grudge
him, and do uot thivk bis icebergs fairly worth,
However, that is done and can’t be nndone.

To be sure, thers are St. Thomas, and Sa-
mana, and that unknown isle in the Indian
ocean, yet behind; but the Ssnate kas ratifled
none of these jobs and Governor Seward can’t
be Segretary of Btale forever. Ho we will hope
avd trust that oor resl estate operstions are
about over. (0! General Bosecrans! please
don't buy any more of Mexico to run youar
railroad over. Leave us onr monsy wherawith
to pay onr just and heavy dabts,)

The nationsl debt was 82,757,000 000 over
and above all monsy in the Tressury on the
16t of August, 1860, Binoe that time, we have
paid ofl and mustered ount large bodies of onr
volunteers for the war; we have paid mnoster-
ing out bouwnties to a majority of them; we
have paid many more millions to States for
armivg and equippiuig their men daring the
war; snd we have reduced our internal taxes
by more than one-hall, We wish that redne-
tion hisd been less rapid and less sweeplog;
yet the present taxes will suflice if they can be
Lonestly, fuithfully colleoted. This, after
General Graot's Inauguoration, they will

ence; and Mr. Lincoln's had to bear up against
the damage thus wronght to our national
oredit, as well as to pay the debt, principal
and interést, thns contracted. Mr. Feasounden
w8 constrained to borrow a very largs amonnt
at 7 J-10 interest; all which has mnow begen
funded at six per oent. (five-twentise) save a
fraction on which interest has stoppsd altoge
ther. So of onr componnd intereal notes,
except §10,605,410, whioh will soon bs wipad
ont. We have now £55 800,410 deawing bat
three per cent., §221 588 460 drawing live per
cent., and §1,754, 003 350 drawing aix per oant,,
much of it already liable to redemption, and
which we ought to be able to faud in an un-
trxable bond certainly at five; and probably at
foar and a balf, if not at four per cent. The
Liritish Government piays less than four per
cent.; the French about four avd a half,. We
tbould be able to fund at lsast at the Franoh
rate but for the fear of repudiation. And, if
onr debt waere funded at four and a half per
cent., the saving in joterest from the rates wa
now pay wonld of itaelf cancel the entire prin-
oipal of the debt within balf a century.

Mr. McCullooh still persists in keeping on
hand §02 670,001 in specie; from whioh de-
duct the amount of his Certiflcates of Dapo-
it (825,161,620), and his net coin sarplas is
07,408,251, In our judgment hers are at
least 800,000,000 of coin hearded which
might far bettér have long sincs been ex-
pended in bnying up matared debt. Had
this #50,000,000 been so applied two years
ago, it would have extingnished mora than
#60,000,000 of debt, and saved over #7,000
of interest. The coin, libarated from its pri-
gon, would bave done wvast good; the extine-
tion of so much debt wonld have inorsased
the market value of all oar public secn-
ritles. It would, moreover, have di.
minished the temptation of em-
ployes to peonlate and of barglars to
rob. These convictions we have repeatedly
expressed; but Mr, McCalloch has a way of
bis own. Now that he is out for Ssymonr and
Blair, while admitting that their inancial plat-
form, if carried into exeontion, would prove as
ruinous as it is raseally, we do not expect any
good from him. He will donbtless do his beat
to help his ticket; aud raising the credit of the
Government and the market valne of its bonds
will not Lelp 1o elect Horatio Seymonr to the
Presidency. We are, thercfore, prepared to
ges the worst possibile face put upon our finan-
cial condition hence till aftar election.

A Democratie trinmph, it is transparent, can
have no effect upon the issues involved in the
Iate struggle. It can in no way establish the
independence of the late Confederate States,
The 1ssues of the war are decided and decided
forever. It is true the arbiter was the sword.
Bnt this rendera thess the wmore settled. All
who were in the war have accepted the dae-
cieion thus rendered. In fact, all parties, and
all men at the South, a3 at the North, have,
in good faith, accepted this arbitrament as
conclnsive and final, There is simply, there-
fore, an end of it

The controversy is not as to the past. It is
28 to the present, The South have accepted
the Government of these United States as their
Government, its lag as their flag, and its Con-
stitation as their Constitution. It is, there-
fore, as a part of the common conniry that
they ask to be recognized, and for an egnal
#Lare in its laws and its rights. Upon this
platform the Democratic party stands. There-
fore it is supported by the people of the South.
Had the Republican party announced these
views at the close of the war, it would doubt-
less have likewise received the same support.
We deal not with the dead past, but with the
living present. How can Republican radioal-
ism claim to be “‘peacs, order, and prosperity"’
when, although in snprsmu‘rnwur for years, it
Las yet neitber accomplished “‘peacs, order, or
prosperity.’” In fact, can a single measure
insugurated by it be pointed ount which has
not produced, as ita inherent and necessary
result, the revival of gectionsl prejudice, the
creation of disorder and fluancial embarrass-
ment to the South as to the North,

Is it peace to have overthrown the govern-
ments of the Bouth, and to have erected in
their place those born of the bayonet, and in
no way repregenting the linlerest or volee of
the acoustomed voters? Is it order to have
madé the white race aliens and stravgers upon
their own soil, and to have placed them in
gubjeciion to snother and inferior race just
emerged from s condition of slavery? Is it
prosperity to have kept the nion dissevered
practically for over four years, and prevented
that restoration under the Constitution by
which unity, peace aud prosperity might long
since have been happily acoomplished!?

If g0, then it atands upon the ssme platform
occupied by Mr, Linvoln himsslf, & Republi-
cun Vrosident.

We allude to his memorable lstter written
on the 2lst November, 1803, when the powen
of his administration was invoked, to place
the portion of Louisiana, then in the posses-
sion of Federal arms, nnder “‘carpst bag"
government. This he refused to do in the fel-
lowing words:

Dear Bir:—Dr. Kennedy, bearer of this, has
some apprebensions that the Federal offloers,
not citizens of Louisiana, may be set up as
candidates for Congress in that State, Inm
view there could be no possible objeot in sue
an election. We do not particularly need
members of Congress to enable us to get along
with legislation hers. What we do want is
conclusive evidence that respectably citizens of
Louislana are willing to be membears of Con-
gress, aud swear to sapport the Conatitution;
and that other respectable citizens there are
willing to vote for them, 7o send a parcel of
Northern men hera ns representatives, elected,
as they wonld be understood (and psrhaps
really 80) at the point of the bayoust, wonld
be disgreceful and outrageons; and weare I
s member of Congress then, I would vots
sgainst admitting any such men to o seat.

And yet is not what Mr. Lincoln refused to
do precisely what the Republican party, since
his death, has done in every Boulhern Stale !
Ara not lLuir representatives in Congress and
at home, for the most part, Northern wander-
ers and negroes elected at the point of the
bayonet ! The Bouthern whits race but echo
hiz words when Lhey declurs this to ba *dis-
graceful aud outrageons.’’ The fact is Damo-
oratl® conservatism mesus pesce.
